LAUGHING AT US. 


Í Secretary, of State Hughes, who has been 
Rubbing many Americans the wrong way 
todth his recent attempts to defend an in­ 
defensible foreign policy, seems to have 
succeeded in irritating the French also. Ac­ 
cording to the Paris correspondent of the 
JKew York Times, Mr. Hughes’ Boston 
Speech in eulogy of Senator Lodge has 
;ttiade 
a most unpleasant impression at 
j Paris. 
The French government is of the 
opinion, according to this correspondent, 
that “Mr. Hughes’ note on the Turkish con­ 
ference, occupied with the Boston speech, 
¿onstitute a demonstration which not only 
tenders more difficult the task of the allies 
in making a general settlement with the 
’J’urks, but lessens the chances of the Unit­ 
ed States getting what it wants from the 
Ottomans. 
ii It would be unfair, of course, to judge 
Mr. Hughes’ diplomacy from this one com­ 
ment, especially as it seems possible that his 
Utterance at Boston may have been some­ 
what garbled in transmission, but that does 
hot seem to be any doubt that what he has 
done and said within the past few days has 
failed to enhance either the prestige of the 
t*Jnited States abroad or the affection with 
which, we like to think, we are regarded in 
foreign countries. That, of course, is put­ 
ting it very mildly. 
As a matter of hard 
fact, Mr. Hughes seems to have caused in­ 
tense irritation in at least one European 
country, and probably in more than one. 
This may seem to many . to be a fact of 
slight importance—for “what do we care 
£as~abroad?”—but while we may not care 
whether or not other peoples like us, we do 
not like the idea that other peoples are 
laughing 
at 
us. 
And that is what the 
French are doing to Mr. Hughes—laugh­ 
ing, rather bitterly, at his explanations and 
‘ his diplomacy. Says the Times correspond­ 
ent, reporting French opinion: 
“The Quai D’Orsay recognizes the 
strength of the technical 
American 
reason for not sending plenipotenti­ 
aries to Lausanne, 
namely that the 
United States 
was not at war with 
•Turkey and it does not combat the 
, view of the American government that 
| its interests are as much entitled to 
* consideration as those of any other 
* government; but it regrets that the 
; United States is not ready to go furth- 
; er than a pious Christian wish to ob- JL 
;tain its desires, for the reason it has

A BOOST FROM THE ENEMY. 
Senator Borah gives the republicans fair 
warning. “Unless there is a complete 
change in program upon the part of the re­ 
publican party,” he says, “there will be a 
formidable third party movement in 1924.” 
This is interesting because, while there has 
been a great deal of talk about the possi­ 
bility of Mr. Borah leading a third party, 
Mr. Borah himself has had very little to say 
on the subject. That he is now discussing 
it publicly is a fact of some political impor­ 
tance. 
Borah is an able man and in politics his 
influence is considerable. 
As to whether 
or not a third party is soon to be born opin­ 
ions will differ, but this statement of the 
Idaho senator’s on the eve of the congres­ 
sional elections is an indictment of the re­ 
publican party whieh may well have a not­ 
able effect in the pending contests. 
Mr. 
Borah declares in substance that the repub­ 
lican party is so reactionary that if it does 
not reform a large part of its membership 
will break away from it and form a. new 
party. However, there is no new party as 
yet for the republican voters to turn to, 
so the logical thing for them to do, if they 
believe that Borah’s criticism of the repub­ 
lican party is correct, is to vote the demo­ 
cratic ticket. 
* Thus the Idaho senator, who is disliked 
by most of his republican colleagues be­ 
cause of his habit of plain speech, gave the 
democrats a boost just when they needed 
one. The whole effect of his utterance has 
been to help the democrats in the campaign 
that ended in today’s election. 
The liberal wave which Senator Borah 
talks of may produce a third party in 1924, 
but in 1922 it is carrying the democrats 
back into power. 
If it carries them far 
enough, there will be no need and no open­ 
ing for a third party.

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Chapter 27—How Caves Tell History.

We have often spoken of “digging 
in caves” to find the bones of people 
and the tools they used, and to learn 
w hat anim als they killed for food. 
Very likely you have wondered, 
“how does this digging tell us his­ 
tory?'* 
To answ er th at question 
we 
are 
printing a draw ing of 
the 
ground 
layers underneath the bottom of one 
of the scores of caves 
which 
have 
been examined. 
This cave once had 
much 
more 
room in it than now. 
It 
appears 
th at the floor was a t first about 80 
feet beneath the top of the cave. As 
tim e w ent on, the wind 
blew 
tiny 
dustlike particles through 
the 
en­ 
trance. Chunks fell from the ceiling 
now and then. 
People 
lived 
there 
and left things lying around. 
Thus 
the level of the floor kept getting 
higher and higher as the ages p a st 
The difference in any person's life­ 
tim e was slight, but after thousands 
of years, the differnce was g re a t 
Exam ine the 
draw ing 
closely—it 
shows nine layers beneath the pres­ 
ent cave floor. The cross lines stand 
for levels a t which ashes 
of fires 
were scattered about, 
Scientists have figured out fairly 
closely how m any years it took for 
each of the layers to be built up. 
The lower layer (No. 1) was made 
first. 
No hum an bones were found 
in it, but there were rem ains of fires 
and some crude stone tools. 
Bones 
of a rhinoceros 
and a hyena were 
found in th at layer. 
Layer 2 contained many traces of 
charcoal and disturbed fires. 
In layer 3 were the skeletons of a 
woman about 5 feet 2 inches tall, and 
a youth an inch shorter. 
Bone tools 
as well as stone tools were lound in 
this layer. 
Of anim al bones, there 
w ere those of the deer the wild horse 
and the hyena; 
In layer 4 was the skeleton of a 
m an who m ust have been 6 feet 
4 


inches tall. Bones of a leopard wert 
nearby. 
L ayer 5 contained the remains o! 
fires, as well as bones of the deer, oi 
and rabbit. 
The next layer above 
is 
notabli 
because it contains a large numbei 
of stones which fell from the ceilin* 
of the cave. The cave seems to hav< 
been deserted for a long tim e aftei 
th at happened. 
In the upperm ost three layers, *. 
to 9 were stone tools which showec 
better w orkm anship than 
those 
ii 
the layers below. 
T hat proves mei 
were improving in ability 
as 
timi 
went on. 
The skeletons of two ba 
bies were found in layer 9. They an 
said to have been buried there morí 
than 15,000 years ago.

During the fiscal year 1921-22. end­ 
ing June 30th, the Southwestern Di­ 
vision, American Ked Cross expended 
$730.930.79 in disaster relief. 
Part 
of this came from the National Red 
Cross funds secured from member­ 
ships, part from chapters and parts 
from individual contributions. 
This 
money was expended In disasters in 
various parts of the division, especial­ 
ly In the flood areas along the west 
bank of the Mississippi, In Missouri 
and Arkansas, In Texas, around Fort 
Worth, and in the Itlo Grande Valley, 
at Burlington, Kan., and at Pueblo, 
Colo. 
The greatest amount of time and 
effort in any erf these disasters went 
into the rehabilitation of Pueblo and 
of the district covered by the Rio 
Grande Valley flood of last June, ac­ 
cording to a report from the South­ 
western Division, American Red Cross, 
in St. Louis. Fifteen hundred and ten 
families were affected by that flood. 
The manner in which the Red Cross 
undertakes 
these 
disasters depends 
upon the conditions to be met. 
In 
some eases the local chapters and citi­ 
zens’ committees take charge and the 
division office goes in an advisory 
capacity, 
tn others the situation is 
reversed, and in still others the work 
is handled jointly by the Red Cross 
and the citizens. 
Relief work In the Rio Grande Val­ 
ley flood, which was the last disaster 
of real importance in the division, has 
been practically closed and the audit­ 
ing committee, as well as the advisory 
committee, with the Red Cross direc­ 
tor, Ileury M. Baker, are compiling 
their reports, to be submitted to the 
citizens und to the division. The wide 
area affected 
in this disaster 
lu s 
caused the work to be continued longer 
than would have been neeessary, it Is 
believed, but that it has been thorough­ 
ly done and has created friendship for 
the Red Cross among the citizens of 
the section is evidenced by the letters 
received at the division office.
